GHI Members Approve 12.9^ 
Increase in Monthly Charges

Greenbelt Homes Inc. members voted themselves a 12.9 percent 
increase in monthly charges at the special membership meeting of 
Thursday, December 9. This increase comes to 11.8 percent for the 
brick homes and 14.0 percent for the frame homes. Some homes 
will be a little more, some a little less, depending upon individual 
variations and rounding of the figures.__ 


that prior to the holding of a refer¬ 
endum, a series of hearings be held 
to give citizens an opportunity to 
learn more of the details of the 
proposals before they are asked to 
vote. Such hearings, the Commit¬ 
tee said, would also be useful in 
getting citizen suggestions on the 
plans for the facility and in deter¬ 
mining the extent to which various 
groups would be using the pool 
and providing financial support. 

The Committee further urged 
preparation of brochures and arti¬ 
cles explaining the proposal and 
also asked that the Parks and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board and the 
Advisory Planning Board be asked 
to make comments on the Commit¬ 
tee’s report. 

The Committee recommended that 
an exploration be made of sources 
of supplemental State and Federal 
funds. The bathhouse to serve both 
the indoor and outdoor swimming 
pools, the Committee felt, may most 
appropriately qualify under Federal 
open space matching funds. 

Council Action 

The council immediately took ac¬ 
tion ito refer the Committee’s report 
to the city’s advisory boards with 
a hope for comments from them in 
time for a proposed January 12 
meeting that council wanted to hold 
with the Ad Hoc Committee. 

The referendum date was sugges¬ 
ted for November so it could be 
held in conjunction with the Gener¬ 
al Election for National and State 
offices. Councilman Gil Weidenfeld 
noted that there was also an earlier 
election day in connection with the 
presidential primary in May 1972. 

Members of the Ad Hoc Commit¬ 
tee, in addition to Polaschik, were 
Joseph Costa, Leonie Penney, and 
Muriel Weidenfeld. Councilman 
Charles Schwan served as chairman 
before his election to council in 
September. 

Accompanying the Committee’s 
recommendations was a 12-page re¬ 
port discussing the various options 
open with respect to the location 
of the pool, its design, equipment, 
facilities, and methods of financing.

City Manager Protests 
Proposed Bus Schedule 

Reflecting the views of city coun¬ 
cil, city manager James K, Giese 
appeared before the Washington 
Area Transit Commission on De¬ 
cember 8 to express the displeas¬ 
ure of the city with the modifica¬ 
tions being proposed in the bus 
schedule for Greenbelt by the 
WMA Transit Company. 

The city i^ opposing the bus 
company’s proposal to eliminate all 
but one run between 10 a.m. and 3 
p.m. In addition, the city is con¬ 
cerned over the high cost of fares, 
and the fact that the present rout¬ 
ing of the bus does not permit 
North End residents to go back 
and forth from the Center by bus. 
WMA officials have indicated that 
they plan to rectify the latter by a 
rerouting of the bus. 

Giese observed that since WMA 
began service to Greenbelt in ^.963 
the population of the city has more 
than doubled. In addition, the 
Beltway Plaza shopping center is 
presently doubling the size of its 
commercial floor space, and ad¬ 
ditional apartment construction is 
expected shortly. 

“With such trends as these taking 
place,” said Giese, “the city coun¬ 
cil considers the proposal of WMA 
Transit to be a retrogressive step 
at a time when progressive steps 
are called for.” 

Giese also noted that the fare 
from original Greenbelt to the Belt- 
way Plaza is 55 cents. The fare 
from Beltway Plaza to the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland and Prince 
George’s Plaza on D. C. Transit, a 
much greater distance, is only 40c. 

“The combined cost for persons 
desiring bus service to the Uni¬ 
versity,” Giese concluded, “exceeds 
the fare to downtown Washington.” 

Giese said that the city council 
is re-evaluating the decision made 
in 1963 to discontinue city bus serv¬ 
ice in favor of WMA Transit Com¬ 
pany. 


Beltway Plaza Site Plan 

Last Thursday, on the second- 
time-around, the Prince Georges 
Planning Board approved the pre¬ 
liminary site plan for development 
of Parcel Q in the Beltway Plaza. 
The board first disapproved the 
plan on Nov. 4 because there was 
no overall comprehensive plan for 
the development of the western 
portion of the shopping center. 

At the hearing on Dec. 9, the 
board considered an overall plan 
submitted by Sidney J. Brown, de¬ 
veloper of Belt way Plaza. The plan 
showed a bank on the Parcel Q 
site, an office building, a tire es¬ 
tablishment on the former Palmer 
miniature golf course, and one 
other building designated “tenant 
unknown.” In approving the Par¬ 
cel Q site plan, the board required 
a ten-foot building restriction line 
to be provided along Cherrywood 
Lane. 

The city council last week recom¬ 
mended that the Planning Board 
disapprove the Parcel Q site plan 
until a more definitive overall plan 
for the westerly portion of the shop¬ 
ping center was available. 


They also voted to defer the in¬ 
crease for low-income elderly and 
disabled persons, provided the mem¬ 
ber agrees to have the increase re¬ 
couped by applying it against the 
selling price of his home when he 
leaves the corporation. 

The 12.9 percent increase is equi¬ 
valent to 16.2 percent of operating 
expenses which is defined to exclude 
mortgage payments. The GHI by¬ 
laws require that an increase in 
operating expenses of 10 percent or 
more must be approved by the 
membership. 

Members Approve 

This approval was forthcoming 
at last Thursday’s meeting by a 
141-88 vote. But the key vote came 
earlier when the members rejected 
a motion by William Feller that 
the budget be reduced $42,085 by 
eliminating the trim paint program 
entirely and by eliminating mon¬ 
eys needed to maintain a full main¬ 
tenance staff assuming no attri¬ 
tion losses. The vote turning down 
this motion was 128-88. Other sug¬ 
gestions for budget cuts were also 
rejected. 

In effect, the membership gave 
its approval to the budget exactly 
as recommended by the GHI board. 
The board, after several trimmings, 
had come up with a budget increase 
of $251,100. Of the $251,100 increase, 
$215,300 was due to fixed, uncontrol¬ 
lable items such as taxes, trash 
collection fees, water and sewage 
rates, and fuel oil. These uncon¬ 
trollable items accounted for 13.9 
of the 16.2 percent increase projec¬ 
ted — much more than the 10 per¬ 
cent that the board could increase 
on its own. 

Unexpected Support 

The grimness of these facts which 
allowed hardly any latitude un¬ 
doubtedly led to the confirmation 
of the budget by the members. Sup¬ 
port came from two persons — 
Edward Devonshire and Mat Am¬ 
ber g — who on previous occasions 
had expressed opposition to some 
board policies. 

Devonshire said that, if anything, 
the budget, didn’t go far enough 
because he was fearful of the con¬ 
sequences to GHI if it didn’t have 
enough money to meet its expens¬ 
es. He voiced strong approval of 
the structural survey which is in¬ 
cluded in the budget. 

TWICE-MONTHLY 
PAPER PICK-UP 

Starting in January, the City 
will be picking up papers on the 
first and third Fridays of each 
month. In January, these days will 
be the seventh and the twenty-first. 
Hopefully, the regular pick-up 
every two weeks will ease the 
storage problems for residents and 
also make it possible for apart¬ 
ment dwellers to save papers with¬ 
out resorting to storage in laundry 
and refuse rooms.

“You, young fellows,” he said, 
“who are opposing the budget, re¬ 
member that the structural survey 
will be to your benefit in years to 
come. The survey will cost money 
now, but you will save money in 
the long run.” 

Amberg said that despite what 
he called “grievous mistakes” of 
the board on other matters, “we 
must face the hard decision of ap¬ 
proving the budget prepared by 
the board. We cannot reject out of 
hand the budget, if we are to keep 
our homes.” 

He said he could understand 
people’s distress over rising liv¬ 
ing costs, but this frustration can¬ 
not be taken out on GHI. “What 
is happening is the result of, actions 
in the total economy,” he said. 

Burgoon Comments 
Ed Burgoon, former GHI presi¬ 
dent from 1954 to 1962, made a 
strong pitch for supporting the 
budget prepared by GHI manage¬ 
ment. “We have to cover ourselves 
or go down the drain,” he warned 
He regretted that during the years 
of his term, the board didn’t always 
follow the advice of professional 
management to allow additional in¬ 
creases in the budget, such as for 
reserves. 

“If we had followed that advice,” 
he said, “we would not have to raise 
charges as much as is being rec¬ 
ommended here.” Devonshire made 
the same point. “You have to be 
realistic. If you don’t allow for 
the increases this year, you will be 
faced with even larger increases 
next year.” 

Burgoon also cited from his own 
experience as a housing manager 
the large increases in costs that are 
occurring in apartment projects all 
over the area. 

Opposition 

Opposition to the proposed bud¬ 
get increase was expressed in a 
minority report of the Audit Com¬ 
mittee by Mabel Handler. She 
said that unusually large amounts 
were going for GHI payroll costs 
and for capital improvements and 
she wanted ito see the results of 
the management survey before ap¬ 
proving the budget. 

The proposed budget calls for a 
$10,000 management survey. Cathy 
Foster thought that this was not 
sufficient to get a good survey. 
She also asked people to vote 
against the budget until the sur¬ 
vey was made. Eunice Coxon im¬ 
plied that the large increase in 
the budget could be blamed on the 
GHI board because of its “mis¬ 
management.” 

Relief for Elderly 
On the relief measure for the el¬ 
derly, the voice vote in favor was 
overwhelming. This measure, as 
amended, provides a deferral of the 
1972 increase in monthly charges 
for a member who is 65 years of age 
or disabled and whose annual in¬ 
come is $3,000 or less ($4,600 for a 
family). The member must agree 
that the corporation may apply 
the sum of such deferred increase 
in monthly charges against the sel¬ 
ling price of the unit when the 
member leaves the corporation. An 
interest charge of 6 percent per 
annum would be tacked on to the 
deferred increase. 

The corporation estimates that 
the effect of the deferral is to in¬ 
crease the monthly charge for each 
member to something above 50 
cents. 

Some opposition was expressed 
to the proposal, Mrs. Richards of 
56 Ridge Court thought that the 
young people with large families 
rthould also be considered and felt 
it unfair that they should be forced 
to “carry the elderly over”. Mar¬ 
tha Hutzler wondered whether the 
proposal was the beginning of the 
welfare state. On the other hand, 
Devonshire thought the proposal 
should be further liberalized by 
making the deferred increase a gift..

Attends Convention 

After some thirty years, the In¬ 
ternational City Management As¬ 
sociation was back in Hollywood, 
Florida for its annual convention. 
But there had been some changes 
over the years. Back then, the 
group was called the City Manag¬ 
ers Association. There were some 
122 people in attendance at the 1941 
meeting. In 1971 the largest dele¬ 
gation ever — 1,952 — attended. 

Over the 57 years that the con¬ 
vention has been held, a Greenbel- 
ter, the city’s first city manager, 
Roy Braden, once held the post of 
president. This year the presiden¬ 
cy came back to the metropolitan 
area when Graham Watt, Deputy 
Mayor of Washington, D. C., as¬ 
sumed the post for the coming year. 
Representing Greenbelt at the con¬ 
vention was city manager James 
K. Giese, who has attended regular¬ 
ly since he took this position with 
the city. 

Giese’s assessment of the confer¬ 
ence was, “the best yet.” This 
quality he attributed to the prom¬ 
inence and high caliber of the ma¬ 
jor speakers — Hubert Humphrey, 
Ralph Nader, George Romney, and 
Dr. Ray Menninger — and to a 
useful training session on leader¬ 
ship and communication skills, led 
by Wallace G. Lonergan of the In¬ 
dustrial Relations Center of the 
University of Chicago. 

According to Giese, Humphrey’s 
speech stressed the need across the 
country for “minimum service lev¬ 
els.” Because of the mobility of 
Americans, Humphrey argued that 
they should be able to expect cer¬ 
tain minimum levels of quality in 
such facilities and services as 
schools, food inspection, and local 
services. 

Nader, on the other hand, attack¬ 
ed the functioning of the bureau¬ 
cracy on the federal level. He char¬ 
ged that Congress fails to function 
properly and that the President’s 
economic policy “stretched the Con¬ 
stitution.” Economic growth, he was 
reported to have said, does not 
now serve the needs of society. On 
the contrary, there are great was¬ 
tes of both resources and talent.

Romney took a different tack. 
He particularly attacked unions for 
their “monopolistic” powers, char¬ 
ging that they set wages as they 
pleased, without regard to produc¬ 
tivity or other factors. He criti¬ 
cized both earlier speakers — Hum¬ 
phrey for advocating more federal 
spending and Nader for failing to 
criticize labor unions. As a posi¬ 
tive program, Romney advocated 
the formation of a new federal De¬ 
partment of Community Develop¬ 
ment, which would pull together 
in one department all programs re¬ 
lating to cities — some from Hou¬ 
sing and Urban Development, some 
from Health, Education and Wel¬ 
fare .some from Commerce, and 
some from Transportation. 

Menninger’s approach was more 
personal. He looked at the city 
managers themselves and at their 
problems — recommending that 
each of them look after his own 
personal needs and define his own 
personal priorities. Giese, who at¬ 
tended the conference the week af¬ 
ter his return from a European va¬ 
cation, thought perhaps that, for 
once, he had been doing just that.

Greenbriar School Site 

As a follow-up to their decision 
to no longer seek relocation of the 
elementary school slated for the 
Greenbriar tract, Greenbriar As¬ 
sociates (Alan I., Jerome D., and 
Stanley G. Kay) have requested 
that their zoning application for 
the school site be withdrawn with¬ 
out prejudice. The Prince Georges 
County Planning Board will con¬ 
sider the developer's request of 
November 23 at its meeting today 
(December 16). 

Last July, the developer requested 
that the original 10-acre school site 
separating the northern and south¬ 
ern sections of the 1,193 unit Green¬ 
briar apartment project immediate¬ 
ly adjacent to the NASA boundary 
line be exchanged for the corner 
portion of the Greenbriar tract 
fronting on Greenbelt Road. At 
the same time, a zoning application 
was filed asking that the new 10- 
acre school site be zoned R-R (rural 
residential), instead of the present 
R-30 (for apartments). 

This exchange would have per¬ 
mitted the development of the 
luxury-type Greenbriar complex 
as a contiguous and unbroken 
project. The Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Board of Education, at a hear¬ 
ing on July 29, however, tabled the 
request, stating that it first want¬ 
ed to get the views of the City of 
Greenbelt and the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. 

In September, it was announced 
that the developer was revising his 
architectural plans to show the ele¬ 
mentary school in its original lo¬ 
cation. The school board staff had 
expressed objections to the land 
swap on the grounds that it op¬ 
posed location of elementary 
schools on busy thoroughfares.
